KILLING KANSAS' COURT 


Labor leaders have interpreted the su- 


preme court's ruling against minimum 
wage laws as being the death knell of the 
Kansas industrial court, that-vital experi- 
ment in tho settlement- of industrial dis- 
putes by reason instead of force. 
But 


the Kansas tribunal has long passed the 
proverbial nine lives of the hard-dying 
feline, and the indications are it will sur- 
vive this latest attack with tail erect as 
ever. 


In fact. Justice Sutherland would 


seem almost to have had the Kansas situa- 
tion in mind when he wrote the decision. 
Very carefully, before he went on to the 
main body of his argument, the jurist 
pointed out that the business in dispute 
was not "charged with public interest." 
If it had been "charged with public in- 
terest, "-he explained, it might have come 
within the list of industries in which 
"special exceptions" exist, and in that 
case the right of contract could fairly be 
abridged as a matter of public policy. 


Courts and arbitration bodies, so far 


as this decision is concerned, may still 
•with perfect legality be set up by states 
or by congress to prevent strikes and fix 
wages by reason wherever a public inter- 
est vests in the industry. 
There is ,no 


reason to suppose the Kansas experiment 
is in any danger of passing out as the re- 
sult of the District of Columbia opinion. 
It is specifically empowered, by the lan- 
guage of that opinion, to go on settling 
about all the disputes in Kansas that 
amount to anything.

THE GOLDEN RULE IX HYGIENE 


Improved sanitation ttas no appreciable influence 


upon tho prevalence of smallpox, measles, scarlet 
fever, pneumonia or diphtheria—all of which are res- 
piratory infections. That is, the virus or germs 
of the^ disease is present in the moisture spray 
given off from the nose and mouth when the patient 
coughs, sneezes or talks, and the invisibly fine drop- 
lets of moisture carrying the virus or germs lodge 
upon the face lips, nose or mouth of the victim ex- 
posed, unless precautions are taken to prevent that 
happening. It is a fatal mistake, though one which 
even some sanitariums make, to imagine that res- 
piratory infections are "air borne." They are none 
of them carried by or through *tlie air, save in the 
direct manner, droplet or spray infection, just 
mentioned. There is no evidence that anj- communi- 
cable disease is carried in the air. 
Even in case 


of smallpox, an unvaccinated person would be safe 
in the room with the patient provided he kept out- 
side of the range of the patient's mouth spray, 
which is not to exceed five feet during ordinary 
conversation. 


All of the other respiratory infections (I have 


listed two dozen disease conditions which belong in 
this category) are transmitted in precisely the same 
manner as diphtheria, smallpox and scarlet fever. 
This includes, of course, the least alarming, if not 
the least serious respiratory infection, coryza, still 
Greek to those who call it "cold in the headi" 


All of the "childhood diseases," if we must con 


Jess that children have any particular need for the 
ruptive fevers and whooping- cough and mumps, 
are respiratory infections. If people in general were 
educated to acknowledge the responsibility for the 
spread of such diseases, if the.^professional guar- 
dians of public health were a little less enamored of 
the catching cold delusion and a little less fearful 
of what folks would think of a modern scientific con- 
ception of the matter, these cruel diseases which 
haunt childhood would soon become as rare as ty- 
phoid fever now, is in enlightened communities.5 ^ 


As I have said repeatedly, and without contradic- 


tion of any health authority, no one can foretell 
.vhat an alleged "cord" will prove to be-^-it may- 
turn out to be any one of the score or more of di- 
seases I listed as respiratory infections. That'being 
true, it is never justifiable for a person with an on- 
coming indisposition or illness of this kind to asso- 
ciate-with other persons unless; ha wears a suitable 
mask. 


Some parents permit 
children 
with whooping 


cough to play with other children or to attend in- 
door gatherings where nonimmunes may be exposed. 
This is a crime punishable under the ordinances in 
most communities. Some parents send children 
vith "just colds" to school—a crime just as hein- 
ous if not as punishable. Some working people de- 
cline to "give up" when they are developing such 
an illness, but insist upon going to the shop or of- 
fice, where they expose every unfortunate who 
comes within five feet of them. 


The golden rule of hygiene is: Give not what you 


would not take.

Out Of Chaos

Most people—and certainly I was 


among them—have an idea that city 
planning1 is a way of making a town 
over 'so as to spend a great deal of 
the taxpayers' money to produce what 
some people like—the "city beauti- 
ful." It is nothing- of the kind. City 
planning is concerned at bottom with 
the reduction of tho traffic problem, 
lowering the cost of doing- business, 
making parks, playgrounds, theaters, 
auditoriums and public buildings easy 
to use, utilizing water fronts, bridges 
and transportation facilities 
to the 


best advantage. If the town is beauti- 
fied during the process, why, fine! 
Of course it follows to a great extent 
that a new beauty will arise when 
order is made, out of chaos. 


The city planner goes into^-a. city 


which wants to do better and to check 
the haphazard drift which is making 
it commonplace and urgly and first 
makes an intensive survey of the con- 
ditions. 


His completed plans show how fu- 


ture growth can be taken care of with 
new buildings, street expansion and 
the necessary space for parks and bits 
of greensward, all of which follows 
a plan so that gradually out of the 
old hit-or-miss complexity will arise 
a new, orderly, convenient unit of low- 
er overhead for everyone—a unit of 
restful beauty. 


The city of Washington, D. C., is 


the only large one in 
the 
United 


States which had the advantage of a 
comprehensive city plan. It was de- 
signed by the Frenchman, 1'Enfant, 
so well that in spite of a somewhat 
uninteresting site it has 
grown 
to 


be the most beautiful city 
in 
the 


land. As you look down a "Washing- 
ton street the vista is not an endless 
one of pavement and masonry walls 
coming to a distant, hazy point. At 
the end of the street is the great 
dome of the capitol, the white house 
grounds, a little circle or square of 
trees and shrubs, perhaps the Wash- 
ington monument. 
The street seems 


to get somewhere, to have an ob- 
jective. How different it is in New 
York and in other American cities!

voted

abolish the national guard, to abolish 
armories and to dc away with corn- 
pulsary military training at the uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. 
The se;nate 


stopped the attempt to kill the Na- 
tional guard and its members have in- 
dicated that they were overwhelming- 
ly opposed to abolishing armories. 


HOUSE VS. SENATE 


Farmer members in control of the 


lower house have voted up to 
the 


present time, to abolish farm insti- 
tutes, to do away with land clearing 
demonstrations, to repeal the 
entire 


drainage law and the state dog tax 
law. 
They favored labelling of all 


clothing- and shoes to establish 
the 


quality of goods used in their manu- 
facture. 
The senate killed the 
bill 


abolishing farm institutes and both 
of the measures requiring- labelling of 
goods as well as the bill doing away 
with the dog tax. 


The temper of the assembly townrj 


tax legislation was indicated by its 
SO to 17 vote in favor of the Dahl gen- 
eral income' tax bill which governor 
Biaine asked to have held up in the 
finance committee after it had been 
engrossed by the lower house. 
Mem- 


bers 
without a roll call passed 
the 


Severson bill repealing: the 
secrecy 


douse to the income tax law. 


To meet the demands of labor for 


legislation, the assembly passed 
the 


Tucker bill establishing a compulsory 
eight hour day in industry. It voted 
for an eight hour- day for women em- 
ployees, and for extension 
of 
the 


scope of the' women's hours of labor 
law to hotels. 


THE LIQUOR SITUATION 


TJquor legislation was favorably re- 


ceived by the lower house when 
it 


adopted the Peterson resolution mem- 
orializing congress to liberalize the 
Volstead net and when It engrossed 
the Sachtjen bill, restricting- search 
and seizure under the state prohibi- 
tion enfox-cement act. 
Assemblyman 


Peterson^ resolution was killed by the 
senate, which also has killed a bill 
aimed at the -search 
and 
seizure 


clause of the Severson law.

The assembly has voted to repeal 


ithe eugenics law in operation in Wis- 
consin since 1913, a.nd went on record 
as favoring repeal of the state com- 
jjulsary vaccination law. 
It voted to 


abolish the blind bureau attached to 
the state board of control. 
In its 


stand against the eugenics law. 
the 


assembly was supported by the senate, 
which however, opposed change in the 
vaccination statute. 


As further evidence of its attitude 


tho assembly 
adopted 
a resolution 


praising Eugene V. Debs, well known 
Socialist leader, and twice passed res- 
olutions praising the war record of 
(Senator Robert M. LaFollette. 


The lower house ha.s voted in favor 


•of repeal of the Esch-Commins rail- 


••• iroad law, and was joined in this by 


*• -the senate. 
It ha.s voted for a con- 


.stitutional convention to change the 
[•basic law of Wisconsin. The 
senate 


•lulled this plan. 
Tog-ether with tho 


jupper house it has favored constitu- 
tional amendments to provide for tha 
Initiative, referendum and recall.

This is not a new idea with Mr.

1924. 
He himself will encounter such 


opposition as does crop tip againbt 
his nomination through the medium of 
presidential preference primaries. Sen- 
ator LaFollette of Wisconsin is certain 
to enter the primaries and perhaps 
one or two others. 


HAS FAITH IN PARTIES 


Mr. Harding serves warning long in 


advance that the present form of pri- 
mary selection is inconclusive and ret- 
rogressive instead of progressive. 
He 


reiterates his faith in political parties 
and makes it clear that he is "not ad- 
vocating: the abandonment of the pri- 
mary which gix-es every voter a voice 
in nominating for office and determin- 
ing party policy." 
But the president 


says he would "carefully preserve and 
safeguard it against the old-time abuse 
which impelled its adoption 
and 
I 


would make it an agent of indisput- 
able party expression rather than a 
means of party confusion or destruc- 
tion."' 


The movement is in full swing in 


several states to amend the primary 
laws and supplement the primary with 
a party convention. Mr. Harding likes 
that method. He point out that nowa- 
days in many states "party adherence 
is flouted, loyalty is held to be con- 
temptible, nominations for office are 
often influenced by voters enrolled un- 
der an opposing party banner, and 
platforms are the insincere utterances 
of expediency, influenced by nominees, 
lather than by advocates of principle." 


FLAYS RADICAL. 


.In this last sentence may "be found 


the first outburst of indignation from 
the white house over what happened 
in the west last year when the Repub- 
lican primaries were captured by "ra- 
dicals" and by members of the "Non- 
Partisan League" who helped to nom- 
inate and present to the people in the 
final elections candidates under the 
label Republican, who confessed little 
sympathy with the principles of Re- 
publicanism and of the national party 
leaders and even the Republican na- 
tional administration itself.
